tion room of the state capltol when 
informed by a reporter that O'Dan- 
iel had vacated the governorship 
officially. 


"Well, what do I do now?" he 
queried, then joined others in 
laughter. 
His first official 
act was the 
signing of a deed to a small tract 
of state land In Klmble County on 
which the purchaser had made fin- 
al payment. 
Answering a question, he said 
every public official In Texas was 
required to take an oath of office, 
and, although he had become gov- 
ernor, he would receive the oath 
next Friday at simple Inaugura- 
tion ceremonies.

Nazi Objectives 


LONDON, Aug. 4.—(/P)—British 
bombers pounded Germany and oc- 
cupied France day and night over 
the week end, carrying their heavy 
offensive to a peak with a Satur- 
day night mass attack on Berlin. 
There wore new 
forays Into 
western Germany last night. 
Despite unfavorable weather, the 


raids last night carried to Hann- 
over and Frankfort, where Indus- 
tries and communications were the 
objectives, as well as to the docks 
at Calais. 


As the British daylight plane* 
returned from their attacks yes- 
terday, squadrons of night bomb- 
ers set off In the dusk across the 
channel and,. through the night, 
the noise of their bombs and the 
lights from their fires In France 
wore visible even from England'! 
shores.

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STRUGGLE ON FAR FLUNG FRONT 
IN RUSSIA ENTERING NEW PHASE 


OF VIOLENT, DECISIVE BATTLES

"The struggle of tho Rod army 


with the Fascist hordes," says the 
Soviet government newspaper Iz- 
veatla, "Is entering a new phase of 
violent and decisive battles." 
That seems to describe the posi- 
tion rather accurately, 
The Ger- 


mans have Increased their pres- 
sure on the Russian right wing 
at Leningrad, are continuing their 
fierce attack on the center at the 
strategic city of Kiev In the south. 


Those battles will be decisive In 
so far as determining whether the 
Bolshevists can hold tholr present 
front between tho Baltic and the 
Black Sea. They aren't at all like* 
ly to end the war. 
The time has arrived when we 
also can agree with Izvestla's claim 
that "It Is already obvious that Hit 
ler's blitzkrieg trump, on which 
he staked everything, is beaten." 
This Is to say that tho element of 
extreme speed has been eliminated 
by the remarkable resistance of the 
Reds, threatening to saddle Hitler 
with a long war, and that might 
easily mean a disastrous one. 


A vital element in the present 
grim and bloody stage of the con' 
fllct lies In the number and qual- 
ity of the reserves 
available 
to 


both sides. The millions of men 
who first were thrown Into this 
great battle, which in its early 


stages did Involve all the speed 
and ceaseless struggle of the blitz- 
krieg, are worn down to the ragged 
edge of exhaustion. 


The Russians have reported the 
capture of German soldiers and 
officers who had become deranged 
because of the terrific strain of 
the protracted fighting. There Is 
no doubt this 
claim, 
especially 
since the Nazi communications are 
so extended that the bringing up 
of food and reinforcements Is In- 
creasingly difficult. 
The World War produced sim- 


ilar positions. I recall one occasion 
when a British division fought a 
retiring action foot by foot for sev- 
en days and nights against an at- 
tacking force ten times the size. 
The man became so exhausted that 
when there was a slakenlng in the 
onslaught they would drop In their 
tracks and fall sound asleep, Hard* 
tack was about the only food thejN 
got.That's the type of fighting which 
has been proceeding In some sec- 
tors of the Russo-German front, 
and both sides undoubtedly have 
been severely affected. Many units 
must have been 
In 
the conflict 
with few breathing spells during 
tho six weeks since Hitler made

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LEGISLATIVE BLINDERS 


It seems as if quite a few 


of our statesmen in Wash- 
ington, both in the Senate 
and the House, are wearing 
blinders. 
Certainly 
when 


they talk about the pres- 
ent world situation they 
don't seem to be seeing 
what most of the American 
press and public see. You 
might fancy that some ot 
them were living in a dif- 
ferent world. Or at least in 
a different age. 


This is a time which, 


more than any other in our 
history, calls for realism— 
for clear vision and logical 
and decisive action. 
The 


stability and safety of our 
country are being challeng- 
ed. Our freedom, our civili- 
zation' itself, is threatened 
as never 'before. 
It is very dangerous to 


assume that we can blun- 
der through these deepen- 
ing crises as we have blun- 
dered through many others. 
For these outbreaks in Eu- 
rope, in Africa, in Asia, in 
South America, are funda- 
mental. The dangers we 
have always brushed aside 
in the past, as things that 
could never happen to us, 
are here now. We are actu- 
ally looking at them. And 
we are forced to dp some- 
thing about them, in spite 
of the indifference and per- 
versity of men in public life 
who seem to think they can 
abolish perils by ignoring 
them, or blast them away 
; with oratory. 


A WORD TO CONSUMERS 


The defense stamps and 


bonds are not selling so well 
as they shpuld. Maybe there 
has not been enough adver- 
tising in their behalf. 


A factor is the inflation 


bogey. Too many people are 
afraid of rising prices and 
so buy 
goods instead of 


stamps and bonds. The lat- 
ter, they say, will never 
be worth more than their 
face value while commodi- 
ties keep on going up in 
price. 


The sad thing about such 


reasoning is that it is one 
of the causes of inflation. 
Their own sugar folly at the 
beginning of the war in Eu- 
rope ought to have taught 
American consumers some- 
thing. At that time so many 
people were afraid of a su- 
gar shortage that they pro- 
ceeded to create one. They 
bought up all the sugar in 
the retail stores so fast that 
replacement could not keep 
up, prices rose -and sugar 
seemed to vanish. Fortu- 
nately that 
blunder was 


halted by government ac 
tion and the fact that there 
was plenty pf sugar. 


It would be much smart- 


er now not to play that su- 
gar game again, but instead 
to go out and buy defense 
bonds arid stamps or tuck 
away some cash 
to 
pay 


those growing^ taxes.

For the second successive year 
the temperature 
did not reach 
100 here in July on the official 
government thermometer. In 1941) 
the maximum temperature regis- 
tered was 97 on July 30 and this 
year the top of 97 was reached 
on .'July 8. 
.further comparison 


of the records reveals that it 
rained five days In July last year 
and the total rainfall was 
4.4U 
inches. It rained five days dur- 
ing the month this year and the 
fall was 6.02 Inches' 
In 1939 however, it was a dif- 


ferent story. There were 11 days 
in the month of July In which 
the thermometer registered 100 or 
more and the rainfall was only 
1.85 In three days. The highest 
temperature registered during the 
month was 100 and there were 
three days that had a maximum 
of 105 degrees, In 1938 there were 
8 days with a temperature of 100 
or more with the highest being 
103 and a rainfall of 1.79 Inches, 
The month was a sizzler In 1937. 
There were 18 days with a tem- 
perature 
of 100 or 
more, 
the 
highest 
being 105. 
The 
rainfall 


was 1.91 
Inches. So It goes, a 


Htudv of the records shows this 
is not the hottest time you ever 
saw or the coolest.

The bank executive pointed out 
that in 1917 when the bank was or/- 
ganlzed, the common rate of inter- 
est .on farms .from 8 to 10 per cent 
while today it is 31-2 per cent. He 


• explained that the bank charged 
one per cent more than the funds 
cost it and on that one per cent 
margin, had built up a surplus of 
$28,000,000.

said that 
only 
about $3,000,000 has been lost in 
' some $12,000,000 in property taken 
back. To offset the $3,000,000 loss, 
the bank has retained the mineral 
rights o£ about 471,000 acres of 
land.
